The treasyges consist of a collection 
of golden medals struck off by the 
various emperors of Russia in memory 
of great historical events, as well as 
of antique golden coins 
during. .cxcavation work . in 
Russia. The ‘phantom’ com- 
Dlained that these had been replaced 
by copper replicas. and it de- 
clared further, according to the writer 
in the Kusskoe Znamya, that a number 
of the diamonds belonging to’ the 
crown regalia stored tn the. chureb 
hermitage museum, and valued at $10,- 
000,000, had. been replaced by glass 
imitation.

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SOUTHERN FARMER HOLDS

New York, Octoner 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It is the first time since 
the civil war the southern farm- 
er has-.held the key to-the finan- 
cial situation, and if Wall street 
has gone broke that is no reason 
why the farmer should not get a 
good price for his cotton. Mil- 
lions of bales of cotton are be- 
ing sold for, December,: January 
and March delivery vy people who 
never owned or raised a bale of 
cotton. to depress the price and 
scare the farmer into selling so 
thev can pay. their debts in 
Europe. 

If the farmer takes advantage 
of the situation and holds he is 
bound to get a good price for his 
cotton. The world must have cot- 
ton... The rich buy stocks; every- 
body buys cotton in some shape 
and- must have it. 
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New York, October 29.—The enormous 
influence which American products ar* 
exerting in building up a credit balance 
abroad has been the most signal dé- 
vélopment of the financial situation to- 
day. Reports from alt quarters show 
that the great American staples—wheat, 
cotton, copper, tobaccy, ofl, meats—are 
on. their way to Europe, this being the 
season of the year when American

These natural resources ‘of the coun- 
exert even greater in- 
fluence than the sale of American se- 
curitiés abroad. The latter have to 
extent suffered. discredit under 
recent pressure, but the intrinsic value 
of American staples used abroad and 
their colossal aggregate at this period 
of the year is beyond the reach of fi- 
distrust.

SIX HOLIDAYS FOR UKLAHOMA | 
EXPLAINED BY THE GOVERNOR 
Guthrie, Okla., October 29.—Acting 
today made a state 
ment of the actual conditions which 
prompted him In issuing a proclamation 
providing fort six legal holidays. 
The statement follows: 


“The issuance of a proclamation ves- 
terday by the acting governor of Okla- 
homa making the period between Octo- 
ber 28 amd November 2 legal holidays, 
whereby -the Oklahoma banks tempo.a- 
rily-may suspend business, was due pri- 
marily to the present poiicy of New York 
banks. The latter, ‘by refusing to furnish 
currency to ‘western correspondents, 
forced, through their clearing house as- 
sociations, the banks of Kansas City, 
St. Leuls and Wichita, aceernve centers 
for Oklahoma banks, to decline to fur- 
nish currency to interior banks or pay 
cash to patrons in person or to make 
cash credit of bills of ladings. OUkla- 
homa at this time is in the midst of 
a cotton harvest, which requires, large 
sums of immediate cash. The handling 
of this cotton crop without being able 
to draw upon ‘their reserve centers for 
necessary funds meant disaster to every 
bank in Oklahoma that attempted to 
accommodate all its customers, as the 
slightest wavering would have caused 
the withdrawal of deposits by customers 
already alarmed by conditions jin the 
east. 

“In view of the threatening aspect of 
the situation, the clearing house asso- 
ciation of Guthrie, Oklahoma City and 
Shawnee and many bankers in Okla- 
homa, requested the issuance of a gu- 
bernatorial proclamation for a six-day 
holiday or until earlier revoked by exec- 
utive order to enable the Oklahoma 
banks to protect themselves until money 
began moving westward in sufficient 
amounts to permit their reserve centers 
to transact business on a material basis. 
The proclamation was issued under sec- 
tion 2792, statutes of Oklahoma, which 
pernvits the governor of the territory to 
fix such holidays as he may deem desir- 
able. 

_ “The proclamation seems to be giving 
confidence instead of causing possible 
uneasiness, I believe the situation wil! 
speedily adjusi itself, as both the citi- 
zens and banks of Oklahoma are in a 
highly prosperous condition.

Jf all of the bank avail 
themselves of this opportunity, Alabama 
bonds to the value of $250,000 would be 
released.

To the country at large, however, 
the president looms up as one of the greatest genuine reform leaders of the 
day. What troubles have been caused by his crusade have not been in 
what he has done, but in the existence of evils he has condemned. He has 
imitators, big and Jittle. Sonie of them are men who fully realize the justice 
of his demands and are honestly supporting him. Others have seen in his 
campaign a chance for personal political advancement, and have unscrupu- 
lously followed their opportunity. 

The agitation of these demagogues has brought about distrust. Fear of 
what may stil! be in store by them has frightened capital. Uncertainty as 
to what lengths the sham reformers may go has had a baneful effect upon 
business, 

The people of this country are willing to trust the president, but they 
are not willing to follow the lead of blind and rabid demagogues. These 
men who have no regard for property, who do not discriminate against the 
good and the bad, and who would be willing to see legitimate business em- 
barrassed if such persecutions made for political capital, deserve The Herald's 
epithet of “political anarchists.” : 

The real needed reforms which the president has undertaken to bring 
about have attracted a number of sham reformers who have raised the cry 
purely and solely for political purposes. They have gone further than the 
president ever anticipated. They indiscriminately made promises they knew 
could never be redeemed, It was votes they wanted, and it made no 
difference how they got them.

TO THE GROKERS 


Latter Refuse to Accept Mar- 
ginal Operations 


So Dealings in Stocks Are Outright 
for Cash—Calling of Loans Yes- 
terday Was on Large Scale. 
Declines in Prices of 
Stocks. 


New York, October 29.—The’ banks asserted 
their ‘influence determinedly and in the esti- 
mation of holders of securities on margin, 
ruthlessly, today for the retrenchment of 
borrowings on stocks, The announcement of 
the dissolution of the bankers’ pool yester- 
day, which had provided funds last week to 
save the. stock market from demoralization, 
was accompanied by broad intimations that 
the pool had not been inrended to bolsted up 
speculation or to attempt anything like a 
revival of strength in stocks by the use of 
borrowed money. Advice has been conveyed 
to stock brokers, in terms not to be misunder- 
stood, that the banks would frown upon any 
marginal operations in stocks. Brokers, as @& 
rulé, have refused to accept orders for such 
transactions. The market is thus reduced to 
exceedingiy narrow dingvensiona, operations 
being restritced practically to buying of se- 
curities outright for cash. The lending of 
the money of the bankers’ pool last week 
seems to have been done with a purpose to 
tide over the weakness to save the general 
situation. Some readjustment is now in pfro- 
gress and some accounts are being forced 
out that seem to have been carried over last 
week with this condition attached. Calling 
of loans was on quite a large scale. With 
the buying NMmited to those with cash re- 
sources in hand, the effect on prices was not 
attributed to covering against some of yes- 
terday’s gold engagements. Another rise in 
the price of copper was the measure of the 
additional buying for export. There was @ 
sharp reaction from the violent early ad- 
vances in the London price of copper. It Is 
noteworthy that notwithstanding the famine 
conditions in the money market there are still 
outstanding $5,920,950 of government 4 per 
cent bonds which were redeemable on July 1 
last and which ceased to bear interest on that 
date. A cut in prices of meat by western 
packing houses was an incident of the read- 
justment going on to incite new demand for 
products. The appearance of some supplies of 
money at the stock exchange late in the day 
induced some rallies, bur the day’s net de- 
clines are severe.

Chicago, October 29.—A fresh slump in 
stocks brought about heavy selling of grain 
in the local market .today, and resulted in 
gevere declines. Wheat eold off from #% to 
44% from the high point of the day, and for 
the December option closed at a net loss of 
1%. Corn declined 34%@28%@2%. and closed 
1%@1\% lower. Ote broke 3% to 4%, and 
closed 2% lower. Provisions were 5@7% to 
17%@20 lower.

Dur- 
Ing the last hour prices rallied about 2 cents 
on buying by commission houses, and reports 
of a fair export trade. The close was weak. 
December opened % to % higher at 98 to 98%; 
sold at 98%, and then declined to 94%. The 
close was at 96%. May ranged between 102% 
and 106%, and closed at 1038%@104. Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal to 380,- 
000 bushels. Primary receipts were 1,070,000 
bushels, against 1,196,000 on the same day 
last year.
